It took us 11 days from Brisbane to 
roach Thursday Isla .1, a distance of 
about 2,000 miles The island is about 
IO miles long and about 20 wide, aud 
Is about IO degrees touth of the equator, 
to yon can imagine bow hot it is in De­ 
cember, when tho sun is south. Here 
the great pearl fisheries are carried on 
not only on a gigantic son Ie, but also on 
a scientific scale, 
iur. James Clarke, 
with whom I had the pleasure of trav­ 
eling to the island, is at tho head of a 
company who arc interested in pearl 
fishing. It seems that they have dis­ 
covered that the bivalve forms the pearl 
only when be is compelled to—that is, 
heeither swallows or imbibes something, 
or when the shells are open something 
gets in which he cannot digest, and, not 
being able to digest it, he tries another 
method of ridding himself of the object— 
that is, by ejecting it—and as ho cannot 
eject it he falls back 011 his last resort— 
that is, by commencing to form tho 
pearl over the object 
With a peculiar 
saliva he emits he builds layer after 
layer until the pearl is formed. 
Pearl farming is now carried on by 
this company very scientifically. 
They 
have laid out immense pearl beds, just 
like oyster beds, divided into four quar­ 
ters, where the shells are graded, and 
when the shells attain a certain age they 
are partially opened and something put 
in, which is 0 secret. This irritates the 
bivalve, which commences to form the 
pearl at once. It seems that the Chinese 
are the original inventors of ibis system 
of pearl farming, for that industry has 
been in vogue in China hundreds of 
years. The percentage of pearls that are 
found in the shells is very small, as in 
100,000 shells you will only find from 
three to five pearls of any consequence, 
but as there are millions and millions 
of shells the company does very well. 
Borne of the pearls get to bo of enormous 
size aud bring fabulous prices. 
I saw a 
pearl as large as a large filbert, perfect 
in shape and witll a beautiful luster. It 
was valued at £1,000. 
Mr. Clarke told me that just before 
the World’s fair a Chicago man came 
out to buy pearls. 
Mr. Clarke, hearing 
of him, came to Sydney to see him. 
They made an appointment for meeting 
next day at the Australian hotel, where 
the pearls were to be exhibited. WbeH 
the Chicago man saw the pearls, ho was 
astonished, for he never had seen such 
large ones and so perfect. 
He at first 
thought they were imitation, but on 
closely examining them and hearing the 
prices he was convinced about their gen­ 
uineness, as one pearl alone would have 
been enough to have “ broke” him. 
He 
oould not see a single pearl that was 
worth less than £100, and as he only 
wanted to buy a few thousand dollars' 
worth, »nrt Im wnnld have only vat 
shout one pearl aud a half, he conclud 
»d not to buy. 
Pearl fishing is very difficult and as- 
pensive. This company lias between 40 
and 50 boats, which alone represent 
|150,000 
As it costs about $3,000 to 
fit out a boat, including diving appara* 
tus, and as the fishing is done in very 
deep water, they have to go a long way 
out aud necessarily need large boats. 
The divers, who are mostly Japanese, 
%q down a depth of between 20 and 30 
Uithorus; but, owing to the tremendous 
pressure of the water, they stay there 
only u very short time aud very often 
have to be pulled up, as they become 
completely exhausted and sometimes 
din from paralysis of the heart, as the 
pressure of the water stops the circula­ 
tion of the blood. 
Some of the divers 
carry a small vial with them, and 
through an ingenious invention they 
can take a drink of brandy while at the 
bottom of the ocean, IGO feet below the 
surface. 
The shells are mostly sent to Europe 
for the manufacture of buttons, buckles, 
opera glass ornaments, knife handles, 
etc. They vary in price according to the 
sizo of the shell. Young shells are not 
allowed to be exported, and all ehip 
tnants are inspected by government in 
specters. 
The price of shells range! 
from £300 to £500 per ton. 
I have secured two of tho largest pearl 
shells. 
They have quite a history, ai 
they are the shells in which the famous 
twin pearls were found about a yeai 
ago. 
The pearls were formed togethei 
like two large peas, perfect shape and 
match, but the most wonderful thing 
about them was a peculiar freak in tin 
formation of the two gems. 
Although 
they were thoroughly joined together 
one was black jet, with a beautiful lus­ 
ter, and the other silvery white. 
Th* 
pearls were at once sold for £400, then 
again for £750, then an offer was made 
from a London 
pearl merchant of 
£1,500, but the owner telegraphed tc 
•top the sale.—Portland Oregonian.

Tho function of chloro­ 
phyll may only be comprehended when 
its chief physical properties are under- j 
stood. These may be best illustrated 
by placing a gram of chopped leave* 
of grass or geranium in a few cubic cen- i 
Hmatera af ntmne* nlfvVhol far rh hnnr 
Such a solution will be of a bright, ! 
clear green color, and when the vessel j 
containing it is held in such a manner 
that the sunlight is reflected from the 
surface of the liquid it will appear blood j 
red, due to its property of fluorescence, * 
that of changing the wave length of , 
the rays of light of the violet and of 
the spectrum in such a manner as to 
make them coincide with those of the 
red end. It is by examination of light 
which has passed through a solution of 
chlorophyll, however, that the greatest: 
insight into its physical properties may 
bo gained. If such a ray of light is pass- J 
cd through a prism and spread out on a 
screen, it may be seen that there are 
several larrfu intervals of dark bands in 
tho spectrum. The rays of light which 
would have occupied these spaces have i 
been absorbed by the chlorophyll and 
converted into heat and other forms of 
energy. Tb s energy is directly availa­ 
ble to the protoplasm containing tile 
cborophyll, and by means of it the syn­ 
thesis of complex substance may be ac­ 
complished. —Popular Science Monthly.

Many of their words have a 
curious resemblance to corresponding 
English words—just as we find in our

(school), irina (farina, flour), curritzon 
(course, courrier), du (does, from the 
verb to do), letra (letter), teilature 
(roof, tile), Cantua (song, canticle), 
boina (bonnet), etc.

PE A R L C U L T U R E IN AUSTRALASIA.

It took us 11 days from Brisbane to 
reach Thursday Isla d, a distance of 
about 2,000 milos The island is about 
IO railes long and about 20 wide, aud 
Is about IO degrees touth of the equator, 
»o yon can imagine how hot it is in De­ 
cember, when tho sun is south. 
Here 
the great pearl fisheries are carried on 
not only on a gigantie scale, but also on 
a scientific scale. 
S r . James Clarke, 
•with whom I had the pleasure of trav­ 
eling to the island, is at tho head of a 
company who are interested in pearl 
fishing. 
It seems that they have dis­ 
covered that the bivalve forms the pearl 
only when he is compelled to— that is, 
heeitbor swallows or imbibes something, 
or when the shells are open something 
gets in which he cannot digest, aud, not 
being able to digest it, he tries another 
method of ridding himself of the object— 
that is, by ejecting it—and as be cannot 
eject it he falls back on his last resort—* 
timt is, by commencing to form tho 
pearl over the object 
With a peculiar 
saliva he emit* he builds layer after 
layer until the pearl is formed. 
Pearl farming is now carried on by 
this company very scientifically. 
They 
have laid out immense pearl beds, just 
like oyster beds, divided into four quar­ 
ters, where the shells are graded, and 
when the shells attain a certain age they 
are partially opened and something put 
in, which is a secret, 
This irritates the 
bivalve, which commences to form the 
pearl at once. It seems that the Chinese 
are the original inventors of this system 
of pearl farming, for that industry has 
been in vogue in China hundreds of 
years. The percentage of pearls that are 
found in the shells is very small, as in 
100,000 shells yon w ill only find from 
three to five pearls of any consequence, 
but as there are m illions and m illions 
of shells the company does very well. 
Borne of the pearls get to bo of enormous 
size and bring fabulous prices. 
I saw a 
pearl as large as a large filbert, perfect 
in shape and with a beautiful luster. It 
was valued at £1,000. 
Mr. Clarke told me that just before 
the World’s fair a Chicago man came 
out to buy pearls. 
Mr. Clarke, hearing 
of him, came to Sydney to see him. 
They made an appointment for meeting 
next day at the Australian hotel, where 
the pearls were to be exhibited. 
When 
the Chicago man saw the pearls, ho was 
astonished, for he never had seen such 
largo ones and so perfect 
He at first 
thought they were imitation, but on 
closely examining them and hearing the 
prices he was convinced about their gen­ 
uineness, as one pearl alone would have 
been enough to have “ broke” him, 
He 
could not see a single pearl that was 
worth less than £100, and as he only 
wanted to buy a few thousand dollars* 
worth, and he would have only got 
about one pearl aud a half, he conclud 
ad not to buy. 
* 
Pearl fishing is very difficult and ex­ 
pensive. 
This company has between 40 
and 60 boats, which alone represent 
|150,000 
As it costs about $3,000 to 
fit out a boat, including diving appara­ 
tus, and as the fishing is done in very 
deep water, they have to go a long way 
out aud necessarily need large boats. 
The divers, who are mostly Japanese, 
go down a depth of between 20 and 30 
Lithonia; but, owing to the tremendous 
pressure of the water, they stay there 
only u very short time aud very often 
have to be pulled up, as they become 
nunpletely exhausted und sometimes 
din from paralysis of the heart, as the 
pressure of the water steps the circula­ 
tion of the blood. 
Borne of the divers 
carry a sm all vial with them, 
and 
through an ingenious invention they 
can take a drink of brandy while at the 
bottom of the ocean, 150 feet below the 
surface. 
The shells are mostly sent to Europe 
for the manufacture of buttons, buckles, 
opera glass ornaments, knife handles, 
etc. They vary in price according to the 
sizo of the shell. 
Young shells are not 
allowed to be exported, and all ship 
ments are inspected by government in 
specters. 
The price of shells range* 
from £300 to £500 per ton. 
I have secured (w oof tho largest pearl 
shells. 
They huve quite a history, as 
they are tile shells in which tho famous 
tw in pearls were fonnd about a yeai 
■go. 
The pearls were formed together 
i like two large peas, perfect shape and 
match, but the most wonderful thing 
, about them was a peculiar freak in tin 
I formation of the two gems. 
Although 
they were thoroughly joined together 
one was black jet, with a beautiful lus­ 
ter, and the other silvery white. 
Th* 
J pearls were at once sold for £400, then 
again for £«50, then an offer was made 
from a London 
pearl merchant 
of 
£1,600, but the owner telegraphed tc 
•top the sale.—Portland Oregonian.

COLOR IN PLANTS. 


T he M ott Im p o rta n t C olorin g Saba tame* 
In Ute W o rld Ie C hlorophyll. 
Chlorophyll is perhaps the most im­ 
portant coloring substance in tile world, 
for upon this substance depend the char- 
acteiistic activity of plants, tho synthe­ 
sis of complex compounds from carbon 
dioxide and water process, upon which 
the existence of all living things is ulti­ 
mately conditioned. Only in a very few 
unimportant forms devoid of chlorophyll 
can the synthesis of complex from sim­ 
ple compou 1 da or from the element* be 
accomplished. Tho function of chloro­ 
phyll may only be comprehended when 
its chief physical properties are under­ 
stood. These may be best illustrated 
by placing a gram of chopped leaves 
of grass or geranium in a few cubic cen­ 
timeters of strong alcohol for au hour. 
tiuch a solution will be of a bright, 
clear green color, and when the vessel 
containing it is held in such a manner 
that the sunlight is reflected from the 
surface of the liquid it will appear blood 
rod, due to its property of fluorescence, 
that of changing the wave length of 
the rays of light of the violet and of 
the spectrum in such a manner as to 
make them coincide with those of the 
red end. It is by examination of light 
which has passed through a solution of 
chlorophyll, however, that the greatest 
insight into its physical properties may 
be gainod. If such a ray of light is pars­ 
ed through a prism anil spread out on a 
screen, it may be seen that there are 
several larrfc intervals of dark bands in 
the spectrum. The rays of light which 
woald have occupied these spaces have 
been absorbed by the chlorophyll and 
converted into heat and other forms of 
energy. T b s energy is directly availa­ 
ble to the protoplasm containing the 
cborophyll, and by means of it the syn­ 
thesis of complex substance may be ac­ 
complished. —Popular Science Monthly. 


W ho W ere th# Basque#? 
The dialect of the Spanish Basque 
provinces, such as we hare it in the 
songs and proverbs which have acquired 
for this people quite a European reputa­ 
tion, is really a hideous mixture of 
Spanish patois—Spanish, more or leos 
adulterated with French—and Moorish 
or Arabic. Many of their words have a 
curious resemblance to corresponding 
English words—just as we find in oui 
English slang a good many 
gypsy 
words. For instance, the Basque word 
gorry (which signifies red, rusty, bloody, 
gory), the word gono (gown), escura 
(school), irina (farina, flour), curritzen 
(©ours©, courtier), du (dens, from the 
verb to do), 
letra (letter), teilature 
(roof, tile), oautua (song, canticle), 
boma (bonnet), etc. 
The music of the popular Basque 
songs is in general plaintive and couch­ 
ed in the minor keys. The melodies, 
like the language, are a tradition—as 
no composers’ names have come down 
to us—and this, again, is a singular 
compound of Spanish aud oriental mel­ 
ody. It also confirms my view of the 
origin of this Interesting people, bo that 
I have the language and the music both 
fighting to uphold my theory.—Gentle­ 
man’s Magazine.
